‘Catholic women, even those who aren’t 
practicing their faith, make the 
“‘heartwrenching”’ decision to give their 
children up for adoption, most want the 
infant to go to a devout Catholic family, a 
Sister involved in adoptions said. 


That prevalent attitude contributed to 
a decision to form CCS Adoption Services 
at Catholic Community Services. Sister 
Barbara Welliver, CHS, directs the new 
adoption service and the entire Maternal- 
Child Services at CCS. 


“IT SEEMED time for us to have our 
own’’ adoption agency, Sister Barbara 
said. She’s a 14-year veteran of working 
with pregnant women in the diocese. 


Until March 1, CCS worked closely 
with a private adoption agency ‘‘and that 
seemed enough,”’ Sister Barbara said, but 
that system had some inherent problems. 


Then, when a pregnant woman was 
counseled at CCS and decided to let her 
baby be adopted, the woman was referred 
to an adoption agency. Some women may 
have become discouraged by that second 
step, not wanting to go to another agency 
and restart the counseling process.

targets of discrimination, said a bishop 
and several other Catholic officials 
familiar with INS raids. 


Bishop Roger M. Mahony of Stockton, 
Calif., said the court’s majority opinion 
“‘portrays the most idealistic scenario.”’ 


“RAIDS ARE portrayed as informal, 
friendly walk-throughs. In my experience 
that is not the case — uniformed officers 
block the doors, sometimes guns are 
drawn, people panic,’’ he told NC News. 


In its 7-2 decision, the high court said 
searches in which agents block the exits do 
not violate privacy rights guaranteed by 
the Fourth Amendment to the 
Constitution. The case stemmed from 
raids of two Los Angeles-area factories in 
1977 where the INS had either a search 
warrant or the factory owner’s permission 
to search the premises. 


Justice William H. Rehnquist, in the 
majority opinion, said workers were not 
compelled to answer, when INS agents 
asked if they were U.S. citizens or legal 
residents. 


BISHOP MAHONY agreed with 
Justice William J. Brennan, who said in a

Archbishop Raymond G. Hunthausen 
of Seattle has removed his imprimatur 
from the book Sexual Morality, by 
Sulpician Father Philip S. Keane, at the 
request of the Vatican’s doctrinal 
congregation, the archbishop announced 
April 24. 

A statement by the Archdiocese of 
Seattle said the Vatican Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith informed the 
archbishop that ‘‘an imprimatur is to be 
granted only to those works which 
completely agree with official Church 
teaching.”’ 


“TAM bound in conscience to 
withdraw my imprimatur from Father 
Keane’s book because it does not meet the 
necessary requirements as these are 
presently set forth by the congregation,”’ 
Archbishop Hunthausen said. 


The imprimatur is an _ official 
declaration that a book is free of doctrinal 
or moral error, but does not imply that 
the person giving the imprimatur agrees. 
with the contents, opinions or statements 
in the book.

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Pope urges 


Jerusalem

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II has urged Catholics to pray for 
peace in the Middle East and_ has 
reiterated his desire for international 
guarantees to protect Jerusalem as a city 
sacred to Jews, Moslems and Christians. 


The papal message also supported a 
Middle East homeland for Palestinians 
and peace and security for Jews in Israel. 


PRAYERS ARE needed for ‘‘a just 
solution to the problem of Jerusalem and 
of the Holy Land, and for the return of 
peace in the Middle East,’’ said the pope 
in a Good Friday apostolic letter. 


The 1,300-word letter, written in 
Latin, was dated April 20 and was 
published in L’Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican newspaper, on April 19. 


. The pope called an agreement over the 
status of Jerusalem ‘‘fundamental for a 
just peace in the Middle East.’’ 


**T AM convinced,’’ he said, ‘‘that to 
neglect to.search for an adequate solution 
to the question of Jerusalem, so as to 
resign oneself to a postponement of the 
problem, only compromises further the 
hoped-for peaceful and 
resolution of the crisis of the entire 
Middle East.’’ ; 


The pope called for international 
guarantees to protect the rights of all 
segments of Jerusalem’s population. 


“It is mandatory that there be found, 
with good will and farsightedness, a 
concrete and just way in which the diverse 
interests and aspirations are composed in 
an harmonious and stable form and that 
they be safeguarded in an adequate and 
efficacious manner by a special statute 
internationally guaranteed, so that no 
segment can distort the dividing line,’’ he 
said. 

“‘T DREAM of the day in which Jews, 
Christians and Moslems can exchange at 


Jerusalem the greeting of peace which ~ 


Jesus gave to His disciples after His 
Resurrection from the dead: ‘Peace be 
unto you,’ ”’ the pope said. 

Pope John Paul said he would have 
liked to visit Jerusalem before the end of 
the Holy Year of Redemption on Easter, 
April 22. 

“I would have desired to revive the 
deep emotion and immense joy 
experienced by my predecessor Pope Paul 
VI, when in 1964 he went to the Holy 
Land and to Jerusalem,’’ said Pope John 
Paul.

UNIVERSITY €ITY — The 
evolutionary process of Mark Guido’s 
faith has included ‘‘many different 
conversion processes.’’

HE HELPED the youth group leader 
at the parish when the group was starting, 
but now he devotes time to the young 
adult group. ‘‘I knew there was a need...a 
need that hasn’t been tended to in the 
past.”’

I always consider myself fortunate to have been ordained a 
priest just after Easter.

Already in trouble with many pro-life 
groups because of a perceived link to 
abortion, the proposed Equal Rights 
Amendment is also raising red flags on 
other issues in the eyes of some Catholics 
and evangelical Christians. 


After a lengthy debate among Catholic 
groups and individuals — some of whom 
have opposed it while others, including 
some bishops, have backed it — the ERA 
now is the object of more in-depth 
scrutiny by a new ad hoc committee of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


The NCCB has never taken a position 
on the ERA itself. 


In 1978, though, what was considered a 
pro-ERA statement by the Bishops’ Ad 
Hoc Committee on Women in Church 
and Society was squelched by the bishops’ 
Administrative Committee, the same 
panel that decided this year to set up the 
ad hoc ERA committee. 


The NCCB also warned in April that 
unless anti-abortion language is added to 
amend the amendment so that ERA is not 
construed to mean the right to abortion, 
‘‘the conference will have no alternative 
but to oppose ERA because of the serious 
moral problems this will present.’’ 


An anti-abortion rider, drafted by Rep. 
F. James Sensenbrenner R-Wis., is 
backed by the bishops. 


For a long time, proponents ‘of the 
ERA, including members of the 
hierarchy, disputed an automatic link 
between the ERA and abortion rights. 


But the debate is changing, following a 
recent Pennsylvania court decision in 
which the judge invoked that state’s ERA 
as grounds for rejecting laws against state- 
funded abortions. 


The key portion of the ERA reads: 
‘Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on account of sex.”’ 

Sensenbrenner’s measure would add 
the statement, ‘‘Nothing in this article 
(the ERA) shall be construed to grant or 
secure any right to abortion or the 
funding thereof.”’ 


However, some Catholic officials 
indicate that even if the Sensenbrenner 
amendment is attached to the ERA, 
serious problems may remain. 


According to Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, — 


NCGB general secretary, questions about 
the ERA extend beyond abortion to issues 
of education and charitable organizations 
as well. ‘‘There’s increasing concern that 
we’re into very murky waters,’’ he said. 


Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis, 
NCCB vice president, named to head the 
ad hoc committee, concurred that while 
abortion is the major ERA-related 
concern, it is not the only worry. 


If the ERA is part of the Constitution, 
questions could be raised about all-boys’ 
or all-girls’ schools, he said. A related 
issue is whether such _ schools’ tax 
exemptions could ever be withdrawn on 
the grounds of violating the ERA, he 
added. 


Even ‘‘the question of a seminary that 
did not enroll and train women for the 
ministry’’ could arise, he suggested. 


There is precedent, if narrow, for 
disallowing tax exemptions to schools on 
the grounds they discriminate. 


Catholics are not alone in their 
concerns about the ERA. 


. The National Association of 
Evangelicals, in its 1984 convention, 
opposed the ERA because of the abortion 
issue, the possibility women could be 
drafted, and the fear of loss of tax 
exemptions for schools which believe in 
separate male and female roles in 
ministry. 

Given the continuing debate about 
what ERA would or would not do, the as- 
yet-unsuccessful amendment is not likely 
to find the road ahead any easier. 


‘Modern martyrs’ 


VATICAN CITY — People who live under totalitarian 
governments restricting religious freedom are ‘‘the martyrs of 
modern times,’’ said Pope John Paul II during his general 
audience in St. Peter’s Square April 25. 


The pope called on all baptized persons to witness to the 
Resurrection of Jesus by word and action. 


‘*This is the hour in which many of our brothers in faith pay a 
dear price for their witness,’’ he said. ; 


‘“‘They are the martyrs of modern times,’’ the pope added. 


They are ‘‘victims of totalitarian systems’’ as regards ‘‘the 
most elementary freedom in expressing openly their religious 
faith,’’ he said. 


‘‘With their courage, they constitute a warning and an 
example in their many sacrifices and deprivations,’’ said the 
pope. 

About 40,000 persons under a sunny sky heard the pope stress 
the meaning of Easter. 


‘‘Every member of the church has a share in this mission of 
bearing witness to the risen Lord,’’ the pope said. ‘‘By reason of 
our baptism, we are called to become a ‘living Gospel,’ to 
proclaim in both word and deed that Jesus died and rose again, 
and that he now lives as the Redeemer of the world.”’ 


After his homily, the pope made an appeal for the victims of 
kidnapping, especially Emanuela Orlandi, the teen-age daughter 
of a Vatican employee who disappeared June 22, 1983, and 
Bruno Adami, the 31-year-old son of an Italian landowner who 
was kidnapped from the garden of his home Jan. 10, 1984. 
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‘IT think now of all kidnapped persons,’’ the pope added, 
‘‘begging their kidnappers to have pity because of such inhuman 
suffering.’’ 

He asked the kidnappers to listen to the voice of conscience 


and to realize that a day will come when they will have to answer 
to God for their action.

The Holocaust remembered 


Each year since 1979, the Jewish and Christian communities 
in the United States have had cerernonies commemorating the 


_ millions of men and women murdered in Nazi death camps. The 
local observance of the Days of Remembrance of the Holocaust ~ 


began Sunday morning with a Yom Hashoah service at the Jewish 
Community Center. It remembers all the victims of the 
Holocaust — Jewish. and Christian alike — truly an 
interreligious and ecumenical event. 


Coming so soon after the Jewish and Christian communities 
have celebrated Passover and Easter, these days of 
Remembrance can remind us of the common roots shared by 
Christians and Jews. Christianity springs, both in its belief and 
practices, from the rich soil of the Jewish faith. The God of 
Abraham and Isaac and Moses — whose saving deeds are 
proclaimed by the Jewish celebration of Passover — is one and 
the same as the God identified in the Gospels as Father, Son and 
Spirit — whose saving deeds are proclaimed by the Christian 
celebration of Easter. 


Eugene J. Fisher, executive secretary of the United States 
Bishops’ Secretariat for Catholic-Jewish Relations, explains: 
‘“‘Christians join the Jewish community in remembering the 
victims of Hitler’s genocidal mania...(as) a means of proclaiming 
publicly that we still stand with those forces today which work 
toward the elimination of the causes of such monstrous events.”’ 


Yom Hashoah provides a timely invitation for the Jewish and 
Christian communities to enhance their mutual respect and to 
deepen their appreciation of the faith they share in a saving God. 
Such respect and appreciation is essential if Christians are to 
understand fully the origins of their faith.

Some time ago an aquaintance offered me _ his 
manuscript of spiritual insights and personal revelations 
garnered through prayer for critique. I was touched at the 
time by his obvious nervousness. It was not hard to 
understand the tension between his felt need to 
communicate what he had learned and his reluctance to 
expose so intimate and vulnerable a part of himself to 
detached scrutiny. 


As I read the manuscript I found myself drawn to him 
in compassion and a kind of gentleness that was close to 
tenderness. It was not that what he had to say was in any 
way earthshaking, or even novel, but that it was expressed 
with honesty and a disarming earnestness. This, I think, 
is true of most of the insights and personal revelations we 
receive through prayer and meditation. We are unique 
persons and our relationships with God are equally 
unique. But not. so. unique that what we experience in 
those relationships has not been experienced before by 
someone else and probably by many people over the 
course of the years. What is unique is the way in which we 
express these in a personal reference. 


I RECALL having come to a determination on the 
question of evil in the world after a great deal of cogitation 
and prayerful contemplation, only to find that St. 
Augustine had said the same thing centuries ago — but 
differently. Naturally I prefer my own definition because 
it is my own and so speaks more particularly to me. I’m 
sure St. Augustine understands. In any case, it is quite 
likely that he, too, discovered that someone had said it 
before him.

For a society to be literate it must have a fund of shared -

The Sacred Liturgy

Liturgy: B 


Liturgy is a big word, intended to include the chief 
activities of the Church at prayer. I have noticed, 
however, that some people these days tend to use the term 
in a restricted sense, referring only to the Mass, the 
celebration of the Eucharist. Actually the liturgy includes 
the celebration of the other six sacraments and the daily 
praying of the Liturgy of the Hours. 


Virtually every Catholic can name the seven 
sacraments. The Liturgy of the Hours may be a little 
obscure to some. It is basically what was once called the 
Breviary or Divine Office. Before Vatican II many looked 
upon it as a prayer which priests had to say every day. 
Parochial school children of that era often caught sight of 
the priest in his cassock walking up and down at a far end 
of the yard with his black book in hand and saying his 
office. 


THE LITURGY of the Hours is a collection of 
prayers, chiefly the psalms and other inspired prayers and 
readings from sacred scripture. The Church intends it to 


experiences and the effort to express them is not that they 
are necessarily so profound — although any 
communication with God must. by His nature be 
profound — but the humbling, quiescent effect they have 
on those who receive them. It is as though we stumble into 
the divine presence ill-equipped to integrate or translate 
what we find there and are left with something we grasp 
and yet do not grasp, know and yet. do not know, 
understand and yet do not understand. 


It is this vulnerability and the awareness of the passing 
touch of God’s hand that seems to call out gentle feelings 
of love and reverence from the one in whom the faltering 
pilgrim confides. There is an urge to reach out and touch, 
perhaps to embrace, and I do not think this is 
inappropriate. When we communicate with each other, 
whether verbally or in the written word, about the way we 
are with God and He with us, or what He has taught us in 
the living out of our lives and moments of prayer, we 
come together as brothers and sisters united in the 
Father’s love. We may be almost strangers socially, but 
we are spiritual siblings. 


WE NEED to be gentle with one another and allow 
space for mistakes and misconceptions. It is not easy 
always to hear clearly what God is saying through the 
chaos of our minds and emotions. Usually there is a 
gradual unfolding of perception rather than a blinding 
moment of knowledge. There are, of course, blinding 
moments — times when lightning does indeed strike — 
and they are more common than we imagine, but 
generally we need to let time reinforce our convictions 


' and meditation clarify them. 


Catholic literacy 


Catholics have a better ‘‘perception’’ of what their faith 
demands than we did. is 


‘Yet at one time a knowledge of a few important heroes 
and heroines of the faith could be expected. Do most 
Catholics of high school age know anything about 
Augustine, Jerome, Teresa, Catherine of Siena, Thomas 
Aquinas, or similar personages? The young may vaguely 
know something about Scripture, but knowledge of 
distinctions between the Old and New Testament, the 
differences between the Four Gospels, general 
background of the Old Testament history, or the Acts is 
most uncommon. 


Forget ‘‘transubstantiation’’ — even in the old days 
only Catholic college graduates knew that. What about 
Divine Providence? What about grace? How about the 
conditions for grave sin to occur? Our Pope said recently 
that the examination of conscience is a most necessary step for 
confession; do students understand what that means? 
How many know basic prayers? Do they know the Act of 
Contrition, or the Act of Perfect Contrition? Are they 
aware of what it’s supposed to do or why it is necessary? 


be the prayer book of all Catholics. Clergy and Religious 
have no exclusive claim to this book. It is called ‘‘Liturgy 
of the Hours’’ because its purpose is to sanctify different 
hours of the day. 


Did you name the sacraments above? They are 
baptism, confirmation, Eucharist, marriage, penance, 
anointing of the sick (we used to call it ‘‘extreme 
unction’’), and holy orders. When we realize that the 
sacraments are part of the liturgy, we ought to recognize 
several important facts about them. The first is that the 
sacraments are not private devotions. The very word 
‘iturgy’’ indicates something public, something of 
concern for all people. 


Liturgy is never the domain of a limited number, as 
private devotions may be. A group of married couples 
might get together to pray the rosary and reflect on the 
meaning of the mysteries for their families. For this 
purpose they might also limit the group and exclude 
anyone who is not married. Such is permitted. But liturgy 
must always remain open. If you are having your baby 
baptized, you may invite only a select few to the party but 


There is, I think, no relationship as completely 
satisfying as the spiritual union of two or more people 
united in their concept of and commitment to God. When 


it is an honest seeking out of God’s word for us there is: 


little room for the rivalry and jealousies that mar other 
relationships, nor the self-serving manipulations of one 
another that sometimes pass as love. When we are truly 
focusing on God, all else falls softly into place. 


No one shares moments of deep spiritual experience 
without a degree of trepidation. Will we be considered 
holier-than-thou? Neurotic? Plain foolish? Self-deluding? 
Will people laugh behind our backs or speak scornfully? Is 
the sharing worth the personal risk? One needs to come to 
quite a level of personal abandonment to be able to reveal 
one’s innermost depths without some fear of 
misunderstanding. And so, when we are privileged by 
such a confidence, we need to treat it reverently.. We 
cannot be quite sure what we are hearing. We need to be 
very tentative in judgment — or better still, to eschew 
judgment altogether. God does not need our protection 
and will deal with misinterpretation in His own way and 
time. 


TO BE TRUSTED enough to receive such | 


confidences, to be allowed to see a person in his or her 
vulnerability, is a matter for thankfulness and love and 
tenderness. We owe it to God to let His word evolve in 
others with the same personal gradualness that it evolves 
in us, and we owe it to our spiritual siblings to love them 
as it does. 


IS THERE a fundamental Catholic word list, a 
hundred or so words that the average Catholic should 
know? Reduce the number, chances are even these would 
be unknown. Just Catholic feasts — recently a freshman 
in a Catholic college, asked about the meaning of the 
Assumption said, ‘‘It means that the Church assumes that 
Mary is the Mother of God.”’ 


It comes down to this: there is no consensus in the 
Catholic Church in America of what should constitute 
Catholic literacy. Literacy doesn’t mean something 
academic, educational. It’s rather that general 
background of information that a Catholic should have in 
order to explain his faith and discuss it. 


A competent, professional study of the Catholic 
teaching methods of the last 20 years, and a technique of 
professional testing of those who were ‘‘schooled’’ in these 
methods, might be useful now. Not only do we have to 
bring present religion class students to some basic 
understandings of faith, we should reclaim many who 
were passed along and never really learned what it is to be

if someone you do not know shows up for the baptism 
itself, you should not stare at that person as if to say, 
‘‘Who invited you?”’ 


SOMETIMES ADMISSION to a wedding or an 
ordination may be by invitation only because of a lack of 
space, but any wish to be exclusive must be rejected. 
Monks and nuns live within a cloister into which 
unauthorized persons may not enter, but they may not 
exclude fellow Catholics from the celebration of liturgy in 
their chapel. 


A second fact to keep in mind about the sacraments as 
liturgical is that besides being for the people, they also 
express something about the Church, the community, the 
people of God. The sacraments, indeed all parts of 
liturgy, are a prayerful expression of faith. Thirdly and 
most profoundly the sacraments as liturgy are worship of 
God. They acknowledge a truth about God, each one in 
its own way, and they give praise and thanks to God for 
who He is as manifested in the sacrament.

soul. Many times we are accused of being 
Communists, but when you go to the 
basic communities you will meet very 
poor people, with the aid of a priest or 
Sister, reading the Bible, not Das 
Kapital. Our God is Jesus, not Karl 
Marx.”’ 


‘‘Another accusation is that we are 
doing politics, not religion. The problem 
is what kind of politics we are doing. 
Conservatives are also doing politics in 
the Church, but a different kind: they are 
blessing the arms, they are blessing the 
injustices of the system, the politics of do- 
nothing when the children are dying of 
starvation.’”’ 


‘““THEY SUPPORT the government 
with silence or with words many times 
favorable to the government,’’ Father 
Silva continued. ‘“‘We don’t separate 
politics and religion. Jesus was killed 
because He was dangerous to the powers 
of His time. We think that we must love; 
we must love with the heart surely, but 
also with the mind and with the hands.

The phone was ringing with special insistency 
as I walked into the parish office one Monday 
morning in early March. 

“Tl bet that’s Mrs. Johnson,” I thought as I 
hurried to the desk. ‘““Who else would call at this 
hour?” 

Now in her 80s, Mrs. Johnson was a lifelong 
parishioner. She knew everybody in the parish 
and made everyone’s business her own.

That morning Mrs. Johnson’s message was 
typically direct and particularly urgent: ‘‘Pat, I 
want you to visit some friends of mine because 
Lewis is dying. What time can you pick me up?” 

A few hours later, as the two of us drove to a 
modest suburb, Mrs. Johnson filled in some 
details about the family. I'll call them the Hanks

She had known the family for a long time and 
was an unofficial grandmother to them — as she 
was to many others. Somehow, years before, she 
had persuaded Margaret Hanks and the three 
children to be baptized; but they had remained 
uncatechized and rarely went to church. 

Several weeks ago when Lewis was diagnosed 
as having terminal cancer, he too had been bap- 
tized. Now it was. my job to prepare the family 
for his death. 

My education and experience in nursing and 
theology were supplemented by intense silent 
prayer during the final few minutes of our drive. 

Margaret Hanks’ tearful, warm welcome eased 
my nervousness, and I soon found myself sitting 
at the edge of Lewis’ bed, listening as he and 
Margaret told their story. 

Lewis was thin and looked tired, but he did 
not really seem sick. And, he said, except for a 
growing fatigue, he felt fine. 

Margaret picked up the conversation’s thread. 
One morning in February Lewis was — un- 
characteristically — too tired to go to work. 
When Margaret returned from her own 
job and found Lewis in bed, she insisted 
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family 


at the corner of Lewis’ bed learning to know and 
love the Hanks family. 

Margaret and Lewis told me about their near 
divorce several years earlier, for example. They 
had fought to save a marriage which I now saw 
growing stronger with each passing, precious day. 

I watched as the oldest child, a son on the 
verge of manhood, watched his father die. I saw 
the young man balance a desire for in- 
dependence with new and heavy burdens. 

I prayed with Lewis and his family. We 
remembered Jesus’ promise of life in abundance 
and clung to that hope in the face of death. 

.I sat with Margaret at her kitchen table and 
talked for hours about arrangements for Lewis’ 
death and beyond. No one in her family could 
bear to discuss funeral plans or what it would be 
like to be a widow at 40. But Margaret needed to 
look ahead to those realities. ‘ ; 

A priest came to the Hanks’ home to celebrate 
the sacrament of the anointing of the sick, and 
not long afterward Lewis was moved to a 
hospice. 

Relieved of the physical burden of his care, 
some of Margaret’s strength returned. Counseling 
was available for all in the family. At the hospice, 
Margaret and the children were able to be with 
their husband and father at any hour in a home- 
like setting, where staff, volunteers and the 
families of other patients offered constant 
support. 

Lewis’ pain was well-controlled. He remained 
alert, but the need for words decreased. 
Sometimes I just sat beside him, holding his 
hand. 

He had already lived twice as long as expected 
when he returned to his home in September. 
And he would live two months longer.

Margaret’s call came on a Friday evening. ‘He 
stepped over,’’ she said.

lost springtime

I was 4 when Aunt Jenny died. 
It is my earliest memory of 
death. 

My father and his large family 
of brothers and sisters were all 
terribly saddened by the unex- 
pected loss of their sister at the 
age of 42. 

But what I saw as a small child 
was simply another family gather- 
ing, even a celebration in my 
grandparents’ house. There were, 
however, some noticeable dif- 
ferences from other celebrations. 
People were eating and drinking 
and singing Irish songs, as my 
family always did at parties. But 
this time they were crying too. 

In the living room was 
beautiful Aunt Jenny, surrounded 
by flowers and wearing a pretty 
dress with a white lace collar. I 
have never forgotten how cold 
and still she looked, like a stone 
worn smooth. 

While that memory continued 
to live with me, I think that dur- 
ing childhood and early 
adolescence I didn’t allow myself 
to think about death, my Own or 
anyone else’s. 

Later, youth and the steady 
flame of hope continued to pull 
me toward my own life tasks. 
Marriage and children and work 
and community became the focus 
of my thoughts and prayer. 
Death seemed far away. 

Then one day, a spring day fill- 
ed with dogwood and azaleas 
and the almost heartbreaking 
newness which spring signals, it 
came to me: I wouldn’t always 
be here for springtime. I recall 
crying out to God, “I cannot 
bear never to see or smell 
another springtime!”’ 

For the first time, my own 
death registered as a distinct 
possibility. For some time after- 
ward, the change of seasons 
regularly drew forth tears. I, like 
others, was grateful for the works 
of Dr. Elizabeth Kubler-Ross. 

Her interviews with people 
who had been declared clinically 


_ dead and who ‘‘had come back 


to life’? suggested a peaceful tran- 
sition from this life to the next. 
Patients spoke to her about an 
embracing light and about the 
presence of an absolute love. 

“Well, I thought to myself, 
‘perhaps the light contains all 
the springtimes there are.” 

“The Dialogue,’ a book by St. 
Catherine of Genoa, a 15th cen- 
tury lay woman and mystic, pro- 
vides depth to contemporary in- 
vestigations.into the afterlife. In 
the book, St. Catherine, a mar- 
ried lay woman, described 


purgatory as a fundamentally hap- 
py state because the soul is 
becoming less ego-centered and 
steadily more God-centered: It is 
still growing. 

There would be pain, she felt, 
but it would be the pain of 
growth, and thus accompanied 
by joy. 

I too think the joys and the 
struggles of earthly life are not 
lost. I think that in some sense we 
take them along to the next 
stage of existence. 

And I no longer mourn my lost 
springtimes. I think they will be 
there for me and for others, 
brighter and more fragrant than 
the present reality. 

Now I am more conscious that 
each day of my life brings me 
closer to that moment of know- 
ing. The issue is how to live out 
the measure of the days. Each 
day is a gift; each day offers op- 
portunities to work honestly, to 
love concretely, to pray always. 

If it is true that we die as we 
live, then perhaps daily efforts at 
conscious living will eventually 
lead us to the attitude described 
in Annie Dillard’s “Pilgrimage at 
Tinker Creek.’ She says that at 
the end of life she hopes to be 
able to say to God, “‘Thank you 
for the great gift of life’ rather 
than, ‘‘Please, not yet.”

St. Paul’s fate was hanging in 
the balance when he wrote to 
the Philippians from prison in 
Ephesus. Would he be released 
unharmed? Or would he be 
executed? 

An ordinary person, faced with 
these alternatives, might be ex- 
pected to ask prayers for his 
freedom. But Paul was no or- 
dinary person. His reaction to the 
dilemma was a magnificent state- 
ment of the Christian attitude 
toward death. 

“T have full confidence that 
now as always Christ will be ex- 
alted through me, whether I live 
or die. For to me ‘life’ means 
Christ. Hence dying is so much 
gain. If, on the one hand, I am to 
go on living in the flesh, that 
means productive toil for me — 
and I do not know which to 
prefer.” 

Paul goes on to say: “I am

strongly attracted to both: I long 
to be freed from this life and to 
be with Christ, for that is the far 
better thing; yet it is more urgent 
that I stay alive for your sakes.”’ 

It is not that dying was a plea- 
sant prospect for Paul. It was 
evil, the ultimate evil humans 
face. 

As Paul wrote in another letter, 
speaking of the ultimate victory 
of God over all evil: ““Christ must 
reign until God has put all 
enemies under his feet, and the 
last enemy to be destroyed is 
death” (I Corinthians 15:25-26). - 

Speaking of the same ultimate 
triumph, the author of the New 
Testament book of Revelation 
wrote with typical imagery: 
“Then death and the nether 
world were hurled into the pool 
of fire, which is the second 
death...God shall wipe away 
every tear from their eyes, and 
there shall be no more mourning, 
crying out or pain, for the former 
world has passed away”’ (Revela- 


tion 20:14;. 21:4). 

Christians do not whistle in the 
dark, pretending that death is a 
fun thing to be taken lightly or 
laughed off. The prospect of dy- 
ing is as terrifying for the Chris- 
tian as for anyone else. But there 
is one big difference, an all- 
important one. For the Christian, 
death has meaning. Death is not 
the absurd final curtain rung 
down on an absurd play. 

So, when Paul wrote to the 
Thessalonians, who were upset 
over the deaths of their loved 
ones, he had this to say: “We | 
would have you be clear about 
those who sleep in death, 
brothers; otherwise you might 
yield to grief like those who have 
no hope.” 

Paul does not object to their 
grief. For grief is inevitable if one 
has a spark of humanity. 

And grief is emotionally 
healthy in the bargain. Pent-up 
sorrow can be a time bomb. But 
Paul doesn’t want Christians to

But not everyone reacts just 
the way this young reporter did. 

Ronald Parent was the 45-year- 
old editor of Notre Dame Univer- 
sity’s alumni magazine when his 
illness was diagnosed as terminal 
in early July 1982. With stunning 
swiftness he died in August. 

Parent seemed to have every- 
thing to live for. He had a close 
marriage for 23 years. He had 
seen his three children graduate 
from high school and go on to 
college. He had received profes- 
sional recognition and awards for 
his journalistic accomplishments. 

Yet, asked during his final 
weeks about his feelings on death, 
Parent replied: ‘I don’t fear death 
at all...I’ve raised my family and ~ 
have gone about as far as I can in 
my profession. I’ve lived a full life. 
I have no regrets.” 

His apparent calm in the face of 
death, it seems safe to say, didn’t 
happen by chance. His “‘full life,” 
as he called it, his life “with no 
regrets,” surely couldn’t have 
resulted from an attitude of 
‘whatever will be will be.” But, 
having lived life as responsibly as 
he knew how, Parent could accept 
death without fear. 

For the newspaper reporter 
and the magazine editor, the 
reality of death led to a new ap- 
preciation for life itself. It caused 
each to reflect on what is really 
important and what responsibility 
one might have over life. 

.For the reporter, it led to a 
renewed commitment to living 
the events of every day ina 
fuller, more appreciative manner. 
For the editor, it led to a re- 
evaluation of his life and to the 
realization that his life had been 
satisfying and full. 

Dr. Elizabeth Kubler-Ross, who 
has worked extensively with the 
dying, has documented how the 
acceptance of one’s impending 
death usually comes only after a 
struggle. She says most people go 
through several stages in coming 
to terms with death. 

Nevertheless, the famous physi- 
cian thinks it is possible for peo- 
ple to accept death and to turn 
that acceptance into a more 
joyous life. 

So, knowing that death is in 
my future can wake me up. It 
can alert me to the need to live 
with purpose, to be sensitive to 
the potentially glorious events 
that occur in each person’s daily 
existence. 

Lived that way, life can be 
managed, and life can be full, in 
the face of death.

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Day after day for two years, 
Carlos Stark watched as the 
woman visited the grave of her 
22-year-old son. A medical stu- 
dent with a shining future, the 
youth was electrocuted when he 
accidently touched a live wire, 
explained Stark, vice president of 
Flageler Memorial Park in Miami, 
Fla. 

Concerned about the woman, a 
nurse, Stark finally asked her if 
she knew anything about Com- 
passionate Friends, a support 
group for bereaved parents. But 
“she wasn’t ready then,”’ Stark 
said. 

Somewhat later, Stark en- 
countered another grieving cou- 
ple: the parents of a 25-year-old 
man, who shot and killed himself 
with his father’s gun. As often 
happens in such cases, Stark said, 
the youth’s father blamed himself 
for the death. 

Distressed at the elderly 
parents’ grief, Stark suggested to 
the first woman, the nurse, that 
she was in a unique position to 
help them, especially since she 
could speak to them in their 
native Spanish. 

Stark explained that when one 
bereaved parent tells another, “I 
understand what you are going 
through,”’ it is credible. Group 
support ‘‘can change lives,”’ Stark 
thinks. People begin to realize 
“they are in a tunnel but that

eventually they will come out of 
it,’ as they see others doing so. 

After the three parents met, 
Stark again suggested Compas- 
sionate Friends and then drove 
the people to the first- meeting. 
They agreed to go, he said, but 
then they ‘‘didn’t understand 
what was going on.” Only 
English was spoken at the 
meeting. 

Then, with the aid of his 
Spanish-speaking wife, Stark set. 
about seeing what could be done 
for bereaved Spanish-speaking 
parents through the Archdiocese 
of Miami. 

Through their efforts, there is 
now a Spanish-speaking chapter 
of Compassionate Friends that 
meets at St. Brendan’s Church in 
Miami. 

Stark explained that the pur- 
pose of Compassionate Friends is 
to provide understanding and 
mutual support to parents when 
they lose a child. It’s “a place 
where you can open up with 
other people. You’re not alone,” 
he said. 

Since joining Compassionate 
Friends, the woman who used to 
come to the cemetery every day 
has found some solace, Stark in- 
dicated. Last Christmas, for the 
first time since her son’s death 
four years ago, she was able to 
celebrate the holiday with her 
family.

The Catholic women who ask that their child be given 
to Catholic homes want to know the potential parents 
have firm faith. ‘‘I feel a responsibility to see that that 
happens,”’ she said. 


Sister Barbara, who likes to ‘‘innovate,’’ is excited with 
the challenge of the adoption agency. ‘‘I think we can 
have a good program ourselves and that we can do it 
better. The religious issue was the triggering point that 
made me come to this conclusion,” she said. 


CCS IS not out to compete with the private adoption 
agencies, but to give ‘‘complete service’? to its own 
clients, she added. She anticipates handling 25 adoptions 
a year, the average yearly number formerly referred to 
adoption agencies from Maternal-Child Services. 


Sister Barbara described a typical case from the 
mother’s vantage point. A single pregnant woman is 
counseled and encouraged to look at all possible solutions. 
Once the woman makes a decision ‘‘we just try to help 
them carry it out.”’ 


The-maternal services department helps about 30 to 40 
pregnant girls and women at a time. About 20 percent of 
them choose adoption, the Sister estimated. 


THOSE WHO choose to carry their baby to term but 
have no place to stay are referred to Salvation Army’s 
Door of Hope or to CCS’ small residence for single 
pregnant women. Some of the women live in their home, 
with families or friends. 

‘‘Adoption is probably. the most painful decision any 
woman can make,’’ Sister Barbara said, so no one is 
encouraged to make that choice. 


If the mother thinks adoption will be best, she tells a 
counselor what type of family she wants to find. Often, a 
family’s religion, economic position, education and 
hobbies matter to the mother. 


MEANWHILE, HOME studies have been done on 
parents who want children. When delivery is near, the 
woman is told about characteristics of eligible parents. 
‘She will make the decision’’ of who will adopt, Sister 
Barbara said. 

During the hospital stay, a mother is encouraged to 
hold and visit her baby while she ‘‘rethinks’’ her decision. 
After the mother and child are released from the hospital, 
the mother has time to change her mind while the baby is 
cared for in a foster home for days or weeks. 


The father is contacted and asked for his approval of 
the adoption. ‘‘When the time seems right then we will 
have, hopefully, both of them come in and they will (fill 
out) an extensive form of their rights.” 

THE SIGNED legal papers are held 24 hours to 
provide ‘‘one last chance’’ to stop the procedure. Then, 
the papers are sent to Sacramento and the adoptive 
parents are called. 

“Tt’s a painful, heart-wrenching decision,’’ Sister 
Barbara said, so mothers are counseled after the adoption 
as well. They are encouraged to feel good about what they 
have done. 

‘‘The birth mother very often writes a letter to the 
family and to the child to be read later,’’ Sister Barbara 
said. 

SOMETIMES THE adoptive parents write to the 
mother through CCS. Identities are not revealed, she

selling catechetical work published by Paulist Press. 


The Vatican congregation’s request was the second 
made public since April 16, when a similar action was 
announced against the book Christ Among Us, a top- 
selling catechetical work published by Paulist Press. 


FATHER KEANE’S book, which first appeared in 
1977, also was published by Paulist. 


Archbishop Hunthausen said he had conieaniicaeed his 
decision to Paulist Press and asked that his imprimatur be 
removed from future printings. — : ae 

Donald Brophy, managing editor of Paulist Press, told 
“NC News the publishing company has received a letter 
from Archbishop Hunthausen and has written him 

‘assuring the archbishop that we will comply with his 
request.’” 

HOWEVER, BROPHY said, Paulist Press was 

“‘puzzled’’ by the Vatican’s most recent action. He said 
Paulist has not been notified of ‘specific areas’’ in the 
book with which the Vatican disagreed. 


‘‘We have received no complaints, not a single letter 
complaining about the book,’’ Brophy said. 

Archbishop Hunthausen gave his imprimatur to the 
book while Father Keane was a professor of moral 
theology at the Seattle archdiocesan seminary. Father 
Keane now is a professor of theology at St. Mary’s 
Seminary in Baltimore. 

FATHER KEANE could not be reached for comment. 

Brophy said that since its first printing, Sexual Morality 
has sold 28,000 copies. He said the book has been 
reprinted several times, but not revised. 

By comparison, Christ Among Us had sold 1.6 million 
before its imprimatur was removed. : 

ARCHBISHOP HUNTHAUSEN said his 
imprimatur was given to Sexual Morality with the 
understanding that while parts of the book ‘‘departed 
from official, non-defined teaching”’ of the Church, the 
author had met the following requirements: 

@ He had written within the mainstream of the Roman 
Catholic tradition; 
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© He had not denied defined dogma; 


© He had showed respect for official Church teaching 
and for the magisterium (the Church’s teaching 
authority), and 

© He had indicated adequately any official teaching 
from which he departed. 

Father Keane wrote in the book’s preface that his 


“‘basic position is that the Roman Catholic tradition does 
have a very worthwhile viewpoint on human sexuality. At 


- the same time, the Roman Catholic tradition on human 
sexuality is. . mpoyptished because of certain historical 
distortions.’ 


He continued, ““Thus, the approach of this book will be 
neither to abandon our traditions on sexuality nor simply 
to repeat past formulations uncritically. Instead, the 
Roman Catholic tradition on sexuality will be seen as a 
living tradition, ever open to better expression.”’ 


A 1978 review of Sexual Morality in NC News written 
by Jesuit Father John R. Connery, professor of moral 
theology at Loyola University of Chicago, said the book 
“‘remains with the traditional meaning of sex but does not 
find conduct that deviates from this meaning immediately 
immoral. It constitutes...ontic evil. This evil becomes 
immoral only if the act is placed without a proportionate 
reason.”’ 


Father Keane’s discussion of ‘‘ontic evil’’ is included in 
sections of the book dealing with masturbation, 
homosexuality, premarital intercourse, contraception and 
abortion, among others. 


Father Keane was ordained in Syracuse, N.Y. He 
attended St. Bernard Seminary in Rochester, N.Y.,. 
received his licentiate from Theological College in 
Washington, and his doctorate. in theology from The 
Catholic University of America. 
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said. If the adoptive parents are agreeable, at a later date 
CCS will set up a meeting between the child and the 
biological parent. 


‘‘We want to make this as agreeable as we can for 
everybody concerned,’’ Sister Barbara said. Fees based 
on income are paid by the adoptive couple. 


About 75 percent of the pregnant women CCS deals 
with are Catholic, but it will counsel any woman and will 
find parents of other faiths if the mother so desires. 


SISTER BARBARA, who gets at least two calls a day 
from couples wanting to adopt, hopes people will not 
confuse the priority of CCS Adoptive Services. It is not an 
agency that tries to find adoptable children for couples, 
but is one that attempts to locate good parents for the 
benefit of the children and birth mothers.

The bishop said he had experienced such raids in his 
youth while working at his family’s poultry plant in 
southern California. ‘‘Border patrol agents came bursting 
through the doors with guns drawn,”’ he said, only to find 
Mexican-American employees who were U.S. citizens. 


‘I’m disappointed’’ with the April 17 decision, Bishop 
Mahony said. ‘‘I had hoped the Supreme Court would 
lay down some guidelines that would give more protection 
to the dignity of the workers and the rights of the 
workers.”’ 


JAMES PURCELL, executive director of Catholic 
Charities of the Diocese of San Jose, Calif., said, 
‘Imagine you aré a worker in a factory and the doors are 
closed and the building is surrounded and you are 
questioned by a law enforcement officer and you don’t 
speak English well and you don’t know your rights — 
there’s the potential for intimidation, for harassment.”’ 


Al Ramirez, associate director of community services 
of Catholic Social Service in the San Jose Diocese, called 
INS sweeps highly discriminatory. 

“Hispanics are being hunted down,’’ Ramirez said, 
because the raids to find illegal aliens are aimed at anyone 
who looks Hispanic. 


HE GAVE the example of a raid at a San Jose hotel 
where he said all workers ‘‘with Hispanic last names were 


called in.”’ 


Pablo Sedillo, secretary of Hispanic affairs for the U.S. 
Catholic Conference in Washington, said such INS raids 
infringe on the rights of anyone who is 
“‘foreign-looking.”’ 


Sedillo also believes that the INS singles out Hispanics. 
He said he was stopped by an INS agent once at an 
airport while he was speaking Spanish. 


DUKE AUSTIN, INS press spokesman, said agents 
only conduct searches — either with the owner’s 
permission or with a search warrant — where information 
or observation gives them reason to believe there are 
illegal aliens. It would not be cost- -effective to conduct 
random raids, he said. 


If it seems Hispanics are singled out by the INS it is 
because ‘‘the preponderance of illegal aliens are of 
Hispanic origin,’’ Austin said. 


AGENTS SEARCHING for illegal aliens “‘look for 
furtive behavior, dress, language — it has to be a 


combination of things. Just speaking Spanish is not 
enough’’ to cause an agent to stop someone, Austin said.

that country. 


Korea is an enigma in the Church today: Roman 
Catholics number only 1.4 million out of a total 
population of 38.7 million, but their numbers are growing 
at the rate of nearly 10 percent a year in a land where 
Buddhism and Confucianism are virtually inseparable 
from the national identity. 


FATHER JOHN Chang, a Korean priest who helped 
plan the papal trip, says that eighty percent of the 
converts there result directly from the work of the laity. 
‘The priests just try to cope with it all, to take care of the 
crowds of people which parishioners bring in,’’ he said. 


Lay evangelization is taken seriously by South Korea’s 
Roman Catholic minority: “‘If someone is not making 
special efforts to lead others to the Church — people he or 
she works with, for example — then that person feels a bit 
odd, as though something is amiss in his life as a 
Catholic,’’ said Father Chang. 

“Even when we were children, we were taught to try 
and bring other children in, to try and make them 
wonder, by our lives, why Christians were different,’’ he 


_said. 


JUST THE cathedral in the capital of Seoul averages 
400 baptisms each month; last year three times as many 
Korean adults were baptized as were infants. 


The high point of the pope’s visit will come May 6, 
when he canonizes 103 Korean martyrs put to death 
during three separate 19th century persecutions. Ninety- 
two were lay people, 47 of them women, and this will be 
the first such ceremony ever scheduled outside of Rome. 


If past papal journeys are any guide, John Paul will 
spend the bulk of his time exhorting bishops, priests, 
seminarians, Religious and laity — especially the young, 
the married and the workers — to be faithful to official 
Church doctrine. 


BUT AT the same time, the pontiff may be expected to 
follow his past practice of strongly defending human 
rights and dignity as they apply to the local political, 
economic and social conditions of each country he visits. 


From Korea, the pontiff will journey south for a May 
7-10 visit to Papua New Guinea. The California-sized 
island north of Australia has a literacy rate of only 15 
percent, dense jungles and rugged mountains in the 
interior with isolated communities barely out of the Stone 
Age, but boasts of 900,000 Catholics out of a populates 
of three million. 

If nothing else, the papal visit will help remind local 
Catholics in that isolated part of the world that they, too, 
are very much a part of the universal Church. The 
Church in New Guinea is almost completely dependent 
upon foreign missionaries, and the pope is expected to 
stress, at the request of the bishops there, the necessity of 
active participation by the native laity. 

THE POPE has been preparing for the journey by 
studying both Korean and pidgin English, the common 
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language of Papua New Guinea and the nearby Solomon 
Islands, where he will make a one-day stop May 9. 


The pontiff will celebrate at least one Mass and deliver 
one homily in pidgin. For months, children in Port 
Moresby, Papua New Guinea’s capital city of 120,000, 
have been wearing T-shirts with the pidgin “‘John Paul 
II, mi likum yu.”’ 

From there he will visit Guadalcanal, ‘scene of bloody 
fighting between U.S. and Japanese forces during World 
War II. Less than 10 percent of the 250,000 people in the 
Solomons are Roman Catholics; the islands, with a total 
land mass about the size of New Jersey, have less than 60 
miles of paved roads and an annual per capita income of 


$460. 


THE POPE’S last stop, Thailand, is in many ways the 
most important of the trip. Catholics there, numbering 
less than one percent of the 47 million total population, 
exert an influence far beyond their meager numbers. 


The Church is widely respected there because of its 
efforts in education — 200,000 students, mostly non- 
Catholics, attend Church-run schools — and many Thai 
leaders are Church-school graduates, even though the 
country is 95 percent Buddhist, the official religion. 
Another plus for the Church there is the aid it gives to 
nearly a half-million refugees from Laos, Cambodia and 
Vietnam now living in Thai refugee camps. 


Despite the notable absence of any other Christians in 
Thailand, the pope’s two-day stay there has ecumenical 
overtones of sorts. John Paul recently told the Thai 
ambassador to the Vatican that he was grateful that the 
nation had for hundreds of years left Roman Catholics 
free to practice their faith, even though Buddhism is the 
official religion. 


THE PONTIFF will visit with King Bhumibol 
Adulyadej, whom the Thai constitution calls the 
“‘upholder of all religions,’’ the supreme Buddhist 
patriarch, and also the Phanat Nikhom refugee camp, run 
largely through the efforts of Catholic relief agencies. 


In spite of the minority status of Catholicism in much of 
Asia, native-born prelates exert an influence far in excess 
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Pope to visit Korea, Thailand and two Pacific islands 


of what would be expected from the small size of their 
flocks. Just last year, John Paul elevated Bangkok’s 
Archbishop Michael Kitbunchu to the College of 
Cardinals, a move watched with trepidation by some 
Buddhist leaders, long wary of Catholic efforts at 
evangelization. 


AND IN South Korea, Oni Stephen Kim of Seoul 
has been an outspoken critic, first of the assasinated 
President Park Chung Hee, and of the current 
government head, President Chun Doo Hwan. 


South Korean governments have a long history of 
expelling foreign missionaries, curtailing civil liberties, 
and mounting anti-Church campaigns, all on the basis of 
threats, alleged and real, from Communist North Korea.

“It is the government which is losing the fight,’’ said 
Cardinal Kim in 1982. ‘‘The Church thrives under 
persecution.’’ 

AN AMERICAN missionary priest in Seoul summed 
up the South Korean government’s mixed feelings about 
the papal visit: 

“‘Korea has made tremendous. progress. The 
government would like the pope to say as much. But it 
worries that some group of students or workers with very 
real complaints will come screaming out of the void. Who 
will the pope listen to? With his Polish background he 
could make some effective statements here. The nation is 
waiting.”’

I hope this information and other 
information like it will be seriously 
considered when the public is invited to 
vote again on a jail bond issue to 
construct additional jail facilities for a 
criminal justice system that, in my 
opinion, is not working for either the 
criminal or the justice system.

‘‘Murder by sanction,’’ the 
Viewpoint column for April 12, does not 
seem to live up to the excellenée presented 
in previous Viewpoint columns. The 
problems with the essay appear to be at 
least threefold: 


1. Failure to mention that the Catholic 
Church still affirms that ‘‘the political 
community, which has authority to 


provide for the common good, has the 
right to defend itself and its members 
against unjust aggression and may in 
extreme cases punish with the death 
penalty persons found guilty before the 
law of serious crimes against individuals 
and a just social order.”’ 


2. Failure to express at least as much 
empathy for victims as expressed for 
convicted murderers. 


3. Failure to refer to statistics related to 
capital punishment law enforcement and 
court procedures during the past 20 years. 


We have no argument with one’s 
personal view against capital 
puniushment. (A 1974 poll stated that 
almost 59 percent of the U.S. bishops 
opposed capital punishment.) We do, 
however, differ with some of the reasons 
given for that choice. We do challenge the 
opinion that a death sentence never is 
justified. The editor himself concedes as 
much when he states that ‘“Taking a life is 
only justified when done in self-defense.’’ 


To support one’s view against capital - 


punishment today, with statistics from 
1935, leaves much to be desired. How 
could capital punishment be tested as a 
deterrent today when the penalty almost 
never is carried out? None has been 
carried out in California for more than 17 
years. 


To chastise law e1:"~rcement agencies 
for not permitting to become a T.V. 
media circus the few executions finally 
carried out recently is a cheap shot. Then, 
too, it is understandable that the trial and 
execution of Jesus had little deterrent 
effect because even those who convicted 
Him knew He was innocent. 


So long as we continue to tell capital 
criminals that ‘“‘society’’ is mainly 
responsible for their actions, so long will 
the killers continue to laugh at our 
gullibility all the way to their ‘“‘country 
club’’ incarceration.

DETROIT (NC) — Immaculate 
Heart of Mary Sister John Clement 
Hungerman, a college professor who was 
murdered in November, would not want 


vengeance in the form of capital 
punishment, said the president of 
Marygrove College here after the 


conviction of the nun’s killer. 


Carl Thomas, 24, was.convicted in late . 


March of the Nov. 7, 1983 murder of 
Sister Hungerman, a physics professor 
and former academic dean at Marygrove. 


MARYGROVE PRESIDENT John 
E. Shay Jr. said the conviction brought 
relief to the college community, but said 
Sister Hungerman’s murder should not 
be used in support of the death penalty. 


While Sister Hungerman ‘“‘believed 
that people should be held accountable for 


their actions, she would never seek 
vengeance,’’ Shay said the day after the 
verdict. 


‘“‘For anyone to use her murder, 
barbarous though it was, as a rationale to 
advocate capital punishment would 
negate one of the principles of her life,’’ 
he said. 


THOMAS, WHO had known Sister 
Hungerman, was convicted by a Detroit 
Recorders’ Court jury of first-degree 
murder, armed robbery and the use of a 
firearm during a felony. Michigan is one 
of 12 states which does not impose capital 
punishment. 


The 49-year-old nun was shot in the 
mouth as she returned home from a class 
at the college. Police found her purse 
several blocks away. 


‘It is something we do. We are responsible...’

Every time I read in the paper that someone in the U.S. 
has been executed, I feel something tear inside me. 
Anguish, anger, bewilderment all collide inside my soul. 
When the report includes a picture, a human face, the 
ache is all the more intense. 


This is not to say that I read reports or murders or other 
acts of human violence without feeling. Often I am 
horrified at the brutality one person can bring upon other 
human beings. Truly my heart goes out to the families of 
these victims. I remember my own heartrending when a 
young cousin was savagely bludgeoned to death in his 
own home. I remember how shattering was the 
experience of John Kennedy’s murder — memories of a 
stunned widow standing with her two little children before 
the coffin of the fallen president still bring tears to my 
eyes. 

But for all the horror and revulsion, the anger and pain 
I know when confronted with a violent criminal act, there 
is a fundamental difference in my reaction to that 
punishment we call ‘‘capital.’’ A shooting or stabbing, a 


rape or kidnapping, even an act of torture performed by 
one individual or a gang, as terrifying as these might be, 
remain the senseless isolated acts of individuals. Crazed 
or coldly calculating, the perpetrator is acting on his or 
her own. 


Capital punishment, public execution, is an act of the 
community. It is something we do. We are the resporisible 
agents acting with full awareness and complete 
deliberateness. We know exactly what we are doing and 
we freely will it. Be it by gas or electricity, asphyxiation or 
lethal injection, it happens in our name. 


With all my being I oppose capital punishment. I abhor 
what it says about us and does to us as human beings. It is 
inconceivable to me how a society as civilized, as brilliant, 
as advanced as ours can treat human beings guilty of 
criminal acts with no more wisdom, restraint or 
sensitivity than the darkest of ages: To say our executions 
are more refined because they are, as far as anyone can 
know, quick and painless, is a sham. To kill, to snuff out a 
human life, is — no matter what the method — the most 
extreme and ultimate act of violence. 


Without a doubt, society has the right and obligation to 


protect itself. Also, without a doubt, there are certain 
individuals who are truly a menace to others. But surely 
there are other ways for safeguarding the public than 
human extermination. To meet violence with violence, to 
seek a life for a life, only continues the cycle of brutality 
and gives justification to our basest instincts. In a sense, 
the more horrible the crime, the greater the need to 
respond with patience, gentleness and forbearance so that 
responsible and reasonable people might teach the less 
wise a different way to react to wrongs. Every time the 
executioner’s axe falls, we demean and lower ourselves. 

Finally, for a society that purports to call itself 
Christian, the practice of capital punishment adds 
blasphemy to inhumanity. We claim to follow a Master 
who begged His followers to forgive from the heart, to 
love enemies, to turn the other cheek. We pray ‘‘forgive 
us as we forgive.’’? We seek to be ambassadors of 
reconciliation. We adore a Christ who Himself was a 
victim of execution yet focused His divine and human 
powers on forgiving His executioners. Yet when we send 
a brother or a sister to death we kill Christ again. 
““‘Whatsoever you do to the least of my brothers, you do to 
me.”’

one has to recognize that Jerusalem 


remains a motive for enduring rivalry, for 
violence and for claims of exclusivity,’’ he 
said. 


Turning his attention to the whole of 
the Middle East, the pope said that the 
Jews in Israel have the right to ‘‘their 
desired safety and to the just tranquility 
which is the prerogative of every nation 
and the condition of life and of progress 
for every society.’ 


The Palestinian people, said the 
pontiff, ‘‘who in that region find their 
historic roots and for decades have lived 
dispersed, have the natural right, by 
justice, to acquire a homeland and to be 
able to live in peace and tranquility with 
the other peoples of the region.”’ 

THE LETTER was written “‘to the 
bishops, priests, Religious, families and 
faithful of the whole Catholic Church 
about the city of Jerusalem, a gift sacred 


- to all believers in God and the desired 


crossroads of peace for the peoples of the 
Middle East.”’ 


Current controversy over the status of 


* Jerusalem stems from the 1980 Israeli 


decision to make an undivided Jerusalem 
the country’s ‘‘united and eternal 
capital.”’ 


Arab countries have opposed the Israeli 


Pope urges guarantees... 


policy, saying that parts of Jerusalem 
should be returned to Jordan which lost 
them in the 1967 war with Israel. Arab 
countries have threatened economic and 
diplomatic reprisals against countries 
which recognize Jerusalem as the Israeli 
capital. 

THE VATICAN also has opposed the 


Israeli decision. 


Prior to the Israeli decision the Vatican 
said it opposed any unilateral action taken 
on Jerusalem, favoring instead an 
international agreement involving all 
interested parties. Pope John Paul 
expressed the disagreement in 1982 when 
he met Yitzhak Shamir, then the Israeli 
foreign minister. 


Pope John Paul ‘‘confirmed the well- 
known position of the Holy See for a just 
and agreed-upon solution to the 
question,”’ said a Vatican communique at 
the end of the meeting. 


THE COMMUNIQUE said that 
Shamir ‘‘emphasized that the current 
situation of the Holy City reflects its 
particular significance to the Jewish 
people’? and added that the Israeli 
government favors free access to holy 
places to members of all religions. 


Shamir is currently Israel’s prime 
minister.

First Chinese Southern Baptist Church of 
San Diego. He was impressed with its 
outreach to college-age students. 


BOTH HIS roommates are members 
of the Baptist church. By living together, 
the roommates have found mutual respect 
for each others’ faiths. 


Guido’s first roommate helped draw 
him closer to God, he said. Through the 
roommate Guido realized he was “‘in a 
rut’’ and not living his faith. 


‘T think he (the roommate) was a gift, 
not only as a friend, housemate and 
companion, but...he was great in that he 
fulfilled needs.”’ 


CATHOLICISM gives Guido “a 
sense of peace and a sense of purpose. I 
know that God is in control of my life.” 


The rich tradition of Catholicism 
‘*adds spice’’ to his life. ‘“The Catholic 
Church is rich with tradition...It provides 
for me and all Catholics things that have 
been handed down through the years.”’ 

Especially appealing, he said, is the 
“‘continuous link with the early Church 


and with Jesus. I think I would be missing 
something if the Bible was my only 
guideline.”’ 


HE IS happy the Church has kept the 
tradition of the Mass and Eucharist at the 
core of the faith. 


If he were not happy to be Catholic, he 
said, the teaching and fellowship of other 
churches could satisfy part of his spiritual 
needs, but he would miss the Eucharist, 
he said. 


“The biggest problem I have is 
loneliness,’’ he said. As a new student at 
UCSD, he was introverted and alone 
when he first moved to the area. He lived 
alone for three years. 


NOW HE has more friends, Guido and 
one of his friends get together to share the 
week’s events, discuss God’s presence in 
the week (or how they kept Him out of 
their days) and read Scripture or spiritual 
books. 


“I feel really lucky to be surrounded by 
people who have God in their lives.”’
